3. In the specification after the title, please add "This application claims priority 
to the following foreign applications of JP 2003-089630 filed on March 28, 2003 
and JP 2003-183933 filed on June 27, 2003." 
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[3] The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant invention is a 
defect inspection. 

[4] Prior art was found and applied in the previous actions. Applicant uniquely claimed a distinct 
feature in the instant invention, which are not found in the prior art, either singularly or in 
combination. The feature is being displaying a plurality images, image acquisition conditions and 
indexes on a display. This feature is not found or suggested in the prior art.
